We had wed nigh forgotten that there 
was in existence such a corporation an the 
Milwaukie aud Janesville Narrow Gauge 
Railroad Company, but the Milwaukee 
News of Tuesday brings the matter btl ore 
the public agaiu in this item : Concern­ 
ing the proposed Milwaukee and Janes­ 
ville Narrow Gauge Railroad, of which 
mention was made a few days ago, it 
should be said, that the Hue, a9 is well 
known, is graded for thirty miles to Troy, 
through the very "garden of Wisconsin/* 
and this city has only to iron and equip tho 
road to Muskego lake, fifteen miles, when 
the towns beyond will furnish the means 
to carry it to Janesville, and down the Fox 
river zalley from Muskego, where a road 
Is graded to the Illinois State line. 


THE WAY TO GROW RICH. 
The Congressional Labor Committee re* 
turned lo New York on Saturday from 
Coney island, where it heard some curious 
and startling theories about how the nation 
could be rnadodo prosper, how the people 
can grow rich on little work, how monop­ 
olies can be suppressed, manufacturers* 
bankers, and merchants crushed beneath 
the heel of the people, and how the golden 
age could be brought about. The Green - 
backers waited on the Committee in large 
numbers, and they were heard patiently, 
and no doubt with Interest and consterna­ 
tion 
There were not harmonious opin­ 
ions altogether as to the remedy for the ex. 
rating stagnation in business ; but no doubt 
the leading members of the Greenback 
party who appeared before the Labor Com­ 
mittee, agreed in some general way, as to 
the first steps to be taken—and that Is to 
give the people a flood of paper money. 
Mr. George W. Maddox, a prominent Na­ 
tionalist, advocates that the Government 
Colonize various bodies of IOO,(KXI persons 
each, upon the public lauds, an i the issue 
ot an unlimited amount of money with 
which to make the improvements on the 
lauds. The money is not to be issued at 
one time but in sums oi IOO million* or 
one billion per annum, until each person 
has his land converted into a well equip­ 
ped farm ! There is a gland idea about 
this, and it becomes grander in the esti­ 
mation of Greenbackers, when Mr. Mod- 
dock advocate* that this enormous issue of 
money fchall be given to the people with­ 
out security and without price. Again, he 
stated anot her Greenback theory of special 
interest, 
which 
show* 
how 
fer­ 
tile is the brain of one 
of 
these 
labor reformer*. He declared the country 
wants fifteen billion* of dollars, and most of 
it should be spent on oar public improve­ 
ments, on the docks in New York city, for 
instance, and when the docks are com­ 
pleted, the money with which they were 
built,should be destroyed ! To strengthen 
hi* point he cited the building of a public 
market in the island oi Guernsey on au is­ 
sue of paper money or credit, which 
money wa* destroyed atter the building 
was finished, an instance of what paper 
money could do. When 4 u est ion e J aa to 
how much he would buro each year atter 
the public works were completed, he 
answered about JOO millions ! 
Other Greenback-J^bor-Reformera were 
heard, aud one wanted Congress, the Ex­ 
ecutive, and the Judiciary abolished, and 
the people allowed to make their own 
laws. Another wanted the contract system 
of the Government abolished. 
Ile said It 
had no right to let the building of Govern­ 
ment works to the lowest bidder. This he 
regarded as a fraud on the workingman. 
Still another advised that Congress should 
furnish some means by which persons out 
of work coulJ draw money from the Treas­ 
ury so long as they were Idle. 
What an 
admirable plan to make tramps of hall the 
people in the country. 
These are some of the fallacies of the 
Greenback party of this country, a party 
made up of restless, visionary schemers, 
who want to fill their pockets with money 
without earning it.

It is gen­ 
erally conceded that Tilden ha* been mis­ 
represented on this score, and that tbs 
silence he has maintained in the face of 
the abuse he has received for being a 
person of indecision, is as least creditable to 
lulu. The most common comment among

Captain W alker's crime was an attem pt 
to aid some 9lave9 in escaping to one of the 
Bahama islands, oil the cond or Florida, 
where, as in Canada, under British m onar­ 
chy, instead of a boasting, but bastard re­ 
public, they would be free. 
Thousands by this time, now I Sd I, and 
fourteen years after Garrison bad unfurled 
the Liberator to the breezes OI heaven, 
had found their way to Cana la, land of 
queens and kings, and were safe. 
Safe 
beneath the p^w of the British lion from 
the bloody beak and terrible talons of the 
American eagle ! 
As aide-de-cam p to General W ashing­ 
ton, La Fayette did gallant service in res­ 
cuing W ashington tind his oppressed couu* 
try men (nom the yoke ol Bullish thralldom 
and ty raft ny ; and Ranker Hill monument 
commemorates his deeds, and iu solcuiu si­ 
lence sounds his praise rn all ears through 
all time. 
Captain W alker discovered a 
people 
whose tutlerm gf, Jefferson himself bt iog 
witness, were, in each single hour, more

His cell was without a chair, bed or ta­ 
ble ; nod his only resting {dace was the 
door, foul, dam p and hard, and twenty 
pounds of irou chain and shackle were 
actually ri dai, as be told me, on his fev­ 
ered and enfeebled limbs. 
But had they 
been cobwebs he could not h ive escaped. 
The food furnished him, even a healthy 
stomach could not and should not have 
borne. 
Only tw o days before he was committed, 
a poor slave had cut his throat through to 
the bone, lo escape a worse death. 
And 
yet scarcely was he buried, his blood bad 
not been washed from the floor when it 
was found that he was innocent of the 
crim e for which he had been doomed to 
die. Captain W alker had to sit down on 
that bloody floor. 
The sentence alter trial was: “One hour 
iu the pillory pelted w ilh ufVMcrchatdaJUd 
eggs, one year in prison for each slave, 
seven in all; $000 lot each slave, cud 
all 
the costs, and be branded on the right band 
with a large letter S by a red bot branding 
iron.” 
All the bills for fines and costs 
were made to exceed $ IOO,OCH). 
A boy who saw the bad egg 
throw n, 
cried shaw , whim a ruffanly wretch tore 
off, a bandage which had b e e n n u t on to 
protect the face of the victim. 
That boy 
was arrested, taken iuto another county, 
an fined for his heinous ofleuse. 
The branding iron had to be made for 
the occasion. 
1 mc, blacksmith refused to 
make It. 
He said he made such to be used 
on boga, horses ani) cattle, but not on m en.
